That means 
car owners footed over one-third (34 per 
cent) of the municipal ‘tax bill in Elba-in

Ad valorem taxes on property within 


|the city brought in a paltry $7.785, or 14 


percent of the general fund revenue, It is 


less than half that contributed by car own- 


ers and far under the income from privi- 
lege licenses. Property owners in town are 


| not contributing their fair share towards 
financing city services. Ad valorem taxes 


are based on the same rates they were 25 
years ago when gas was 18 cents a gallon 
and a woman going into a grocery store 
With $5 was able to come out with a week's 
supply of food. Everything has gone up 
except the ad valorem property tax. The 


officials would have to raise some pretty 
big’ money to finance construction of a 
competing system, Right tnen the taxpayer 
in Ozark would start to take a beating as 
bondsmen would insist on tax revenues or 
something just as tangible to back the 
bonds sold to raise money to install a city 
light system. 5, 

Suppose the financial hurdle is cleared 
and Ozark gets into the power business. 
Where will they get operating personnel? 
Will a trained man hunting a job work for 
Ozark or an established firm with a good 
retirement plan, maximum wages and pro- 
motion possibilities? It is a lot better to 
work for big business than for big govern- 
ment, 

With inexperienced management, it 
would be interesting to see if a power sys- 
tem operated by Ozark city officials could 
match the service and price of an old es- 
tablished firm, Could they compete with a 
firm limited by the Public Service Commis- 
sion as to the percentage of profit they can 
make on their investment? 

Ozark city officials are seeking to solve 
their municipality's financial problems in 
the wrong way, They want to take over a 
privately operated business instead of face 
the unpopular realities of direct taxation, 
Alabama Power Company is a business pro- 
viding service to its customers at a nomi- 
nal price and profit to its stockholders. 
That's the American way. It’s much better 
that a tax:paying firm provide utilities to 
a town than a municipal power system that 
does not come under the control of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission and is used as a 
hidden source of taxation by city officials, 


only reason past, present or future city ad- 
ministrations can provide any services at 
all to property owners is because of funds 
provided by the motorist and merchant, 
and profits from the municipally-owned 
light and water system. 

The tax load in Elba is not equitably 
distributed. Merchants and businessmen 
catch an unfair proportion of the load. The 
privilege license is fair and provides a just 
contribution on the part of the merchant. 
However, he is also stuck as a motorist and 
a user of electric power. High electric rates 
are nothing. more than a hidden tax as pro- 
fits from the light system are funneled 
back into the city treasury, (Over $22,000 
shown in this audit.) 

It is the high cost of power that hurts 
local businessmen the most. Ask store own- 
ers how much it costs them to operate their 
air conditioning equipment or anything re- 
quiring a three-phase line, Businessmen 
around the square will tell you it isn’t the 
initial cost of an air conditioner that hurts 
but the cost of the power to run it. 

Almost as big a contributor towards 
running the city government as property 
owners are cigarette smokers. The 2e per 
package tax on cigarettes brought in $5,577 


or 10 percent of the general fund revenue. 


When a 2¢ per package tax on cigarettes 
nets a town only $2285 less than taxes on 
property that values in the millions of dol- 
lars, it shows how ridiculously low the pro- 
perty levy really is. 


Other sources of income for the city 


, were: ABC Board, $2,252.58: cemetery lots 


sold, $855; financial institution excise tax, 
$1,185.34; fines, $2,091; interest on paving 
assessments, $97.93; miscellaneous receipts, 
$27.01; municipal pool receipts, $1,249.15; 
city building rent, $810 (this amounts to 
$67.50 per month); rent for land at airport, 
$50. and tapping fees, $648. 

Of the $55,009 collected during fiscal 
1956, the city received $32,380 or well over 
half from different taxes on automobile 
operations & privilege licenses. This points 
up again what a bargain property owners 
are getting from their municipal govern- 
ment. They are still paying for city services 
at the same rate they did a quarter of a 
century ago. 


Professional Panhandlers Don’t Wait to Be Checked 


Rather interesting to watch the past 
year has been the flow of professional pan- 
handlers through the Chamber of Com- 
merce office. By profess:onals we mean the 
deaf mutes selling band aids for 25c a pack- 
age, blind men with seeing eye dogs and 
thers whose disabilities make them ob. 
vious objects of sympathy. 

When they come into the Chamber of 
Commerce office, they are told to leave 
their name and address, any references they 
might have and come back in week. This 
would give the Chamber of Commerce time 
to check out their story. Without exception, 
the professionals leave in a huff and go 
around town asking for handouts without 
Chamber approval. One woman even ex- 
plained to Mrs. Helen Smith, Chamber of 
Commerce secretary, that she could not 
“afford” to wait for the check because she 
had to “make” so many towns in a day. 
Waiting would throw her schedule out of 
kilter. 

During the past 12 months, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has authenticated the 
tory of only one person. He was a local 
man whose home had burned. Other than 


that, none of the professional beggars have 
cared to undergo even the most cursory 
check on their story. 

As a result merchants have had the 
Opportunity to save many times the amount 
of their dues in the Chamber of Commerce. 
Figuring not giving one beggar a week 50c, 
a merchant has saved $26 in a years time. 
It is logical to turn down the beggar who 
won’t have his story checked because it is 
evidence in itself that something is wrong. 
While his affliction might be obvious, it 
doesn’t necessarily make him worthy of a 
handout. As a matter of fact, many pro- 
fessional beggars such as work their way 
through Elba probably have a larger tax- 
free take at the end of the day than many 
merchants who dole out a quarter or half 
dollar to them. A man can pick up a lot of 
small change in 60 minutes of panhandling 
and top any union man’s wage on a per 
hour rate. 

These professionals might make more 
than we do, but we won't be a contributor. 
The past year has given us a good insight 
as to how questionable most of the “gimme 
artists” really are.
